ber of Commerce held on the rath July, 
18y3, to consider the propriety of legalising 
the tender ofthe Japanese yen in Hongkong, 
the chairman remarked that anticipations of 
any action onthe part of the Indian Govern. 
mich tending to injure the trade between 
India and-China were then already  paraly- 
zing business: ‘The protection of the rupee 
and the non-protection of the dollar had ‘had 
its nalural effect and for the first time inthe. 
world’s history the value of the dollar in 
Hongkong was, at that time, a little less 
than half a crown, ‘To-day it is worth 
just a fraction over cightecn pence, and 
what.its effect has been upon traders and 
others, it is only those who have felt the 
pinch can best tell, Chinese merchants 
complain that the present year has been the 
worse for the past decade. Fluctuations in 
foruign exchange have now become exceed- 
ingly frequent and unreliable. It is not the 
case of a depression and panic, obeying the 
cummon laws of mon¢lary crises; that have 
been preceded by a period of unuswal busi- 
ness activity. It is simply a question of the 
instability of the Colony’s ‘currency, which 
has rendered almost every transaction in the 
import trade one of speculation in exchange. 
The standard of value is lost, and business 
men are compelled to pay attention to 
changes in the moncy market, so that 
foreign trade is now largely a matter. of 
monetary speculation, The basic cause is, 
apparently, wot beyond legislative remedy, 
and the sooner it is applied to bring about 
a much-needed retief the better must it be 
‘to the interest and prosperity of our 
Colony whose progress must unfortunately 
be retarded if the relief is not imme- 
diately’ -dtvised and prompuly applied. 
For Singapore and the Federated Malay 
States, .& Coloniai Office Committee has 
already been appointed to consider the 
-advisability of adopting a gold currency for 
the Straits Settlements and those States, 
Karly in September, 1897, an invitation 
received in Hongkong from the 
Singapore Chamber of Commerce to 
join that body in taking action to induce 
the Government of -both Culonies-- to 
secure fixity of exchange and place the cur- 
renicy ona sounder. basis.
